At 
the first indication of their coming in 
serious numbers, a poison bait should 
be used, as it is more effective against 
the immature insect. 
Make a liquid 
mixture of two quarts of cheap mo­ 
lasses, six oranges or lemons (pulpr 
rind and juice) and three and one- 
half gallons of water. 
Make a dry 
mixture of twenty 
pounds of bran 
with one pound of paris green or 
white 
arsenic. 
Combine 
the 
two 
mixtures, 
working 
until 
a 
fairly 
moist mass results, hut not too wet. 
Scatter in grass land in the cool of 
the evening. 
This amount will do 
for three acres. 
Garden—A mulch of strawy rotten 
manure not very rich in plant food, 
will help tomatoes and peppers grow­ 
ing on land inclined to be too dry. 
Poultry-Do not change the rations 


fed to hens; it will cause a check in 
egg production and is likely to throw 
the hens into a molt. 
Culling is of 
little value unless the hens are prop­ 
erly fed through the summer months. 
Potato Disease—Learn to know the 
various potato diseases that are not 
controlled by Bordeaux spraying, and 
destroy the diseased plants in your 
field. 
Surprising results 
have been 
obtained from this practice. 


LESS LATIN AND GREEK 


Should Pay More Attention To Prac­ 
tical Problems. 


Institutions 
of higher 
education 
are placing too much emphasis upon 
Latin and Greek and not enough “on 
the industrial problems which the stu­ 
dents will have to face after leaving 
school,” Albert Bushnell Hart, pro­ 
fessor of government at 
Harvard 
University told delegates to the N a­ 
tional Education Association conven­ 
tion in session at Des Moines. 
He declared that all foreign lan­ 
guage schools should 
be abolished 
and that foreigners should be 
ad­ 
mitted to the United States only upon 
the condition 
that 
they 
agree 
to 
learn the English language 
within 
three years. 
He favored deporting 
those who failed to learn the lan­ 
guage in the required time.
